All music is made up of the 
fundamentals of rhythm, melody, harmony, form and 
tone color. While all kinds of music use every 
fundamental, there is a great variation in the degree 
to which each is used. A solo voice or instrument 
places greatest stress upon melody while a dance 
combo or marching band would emphasize the 
rhythm. A symphony orchestra leans more heavily 
upon musical form and tone color than do other 
varieties of music. Barbershop singing, as we all 
know, places greatest emphasis upon harmony. The 
melody may be changed, the rhythm may be stopped 
while a good swipe is indulged in . . . Anything for 
the close harmony so dear to the true barbershopper. 

In Barbershop singing, the melody is generally 
sung by the second voice from the top, called the 
"Lead". The "Tenor" is almost always above the 
lead while the "Bass" supplies the fundamental of 
the chord. The Baritone, usually called "Bari", has 
what is left over in the way of harmony notes and 
the singer who can execute the extremes of range 
and part leading demanded of the Bari is a jewel 
indeed. 

Let no one think that modern barbershop harmony 
is easy to sing. Typical Barbershop part writing is 
much more difficult than that for the usual classical 
or standard harmony group. Difficult vocal leaps 
such as the augmented second or major seventh are 
commonplace with the Barbershopper. These diffi- 
cult melodic intervals are necessitated by the un- 
usual harmonic progressions employed by the de- 
voted Barbershopper arranger. 

Barbershop harmony is the same as that employed 
in standard music — except in emphasis. "Barber- 
shop" relies heavily on what might be called the 
mild discords; chords of the seventh being the 
Barbershoppers stock in trade. Chords with the sixth 
are not favored and chords of the major seventh or 
ninth are frowned upon except as most incidental 
passing tones. But dearest to the harmonic heart 
of the true barbershopper is the "swipe", a series of 
chords, as many as feasible, upon the same syllable 
. . . probably the harmonic counterpart of the color- 
atura so typical to the opera. 

While classical and standard composers stick to 
chord progressions long recognized by the scholars 
as orderly and logical, Barbershop musicologists 
recognize no such limitations. Altered chords, sud- 
den and unprepared key changes and foreign chords 
are typical of barbershop harmony. A good quartet 
or chorus arranger is constantly striving for more 
and more unusual chord progressions. When the 
"impossible" chord progression has been written 
and sung, barbershop heaven will have been at- 
tained.

If anyone ever told the late O. C. Cash, Rupe Hall, 
or Carroll Adams, or any of the pioneer revivors, or 
shall we say, rejuvenators of Barber Shop Harmony, 
that women and children would become interested in 
barber shop singing in any capacity other than ob- 
liging listeners, more likely than not the afore-men- 
tioned would have agreeably disagreed. And little 
wonder — barber shop harmony, especially Barber 
Shop Quartet harmony, had been practically dor- 
mant for even the men for a quarter century, or 
thereabouts. 

When our founders felt the urge to restore this type 
of harmony to its rightful place in American Music, 
a spark in the form of enthusiasm ignited the fuel in 
the guise of zeal back in 1938, Widespread acclama- 
tion and welcome acceptance greeted those hearty 
promoters of what is now universally recognized as 
the SPEBSQSA. The clarion call had been directed 
toward men — and they responded. Nothing was ex- 
pected of the wives except allowing the husbands 
freedom on the nights barber-shopping was in order. 

Then women became to succumb to close harmony 
addiction. No one appeared to be completely sur- 
prised when eventually the "sweet Adelines" were 
organized — then came an awakening! 

Pictures and editorials began making quite peri- 
odic appearances in the "Harmonizer', extolling the 
cleverness and excellence of youngsters who were 
stealing into the spotlight and into the hearts of audi- 
ences attending shows and parades in nearly every 
district from coast to coast. Kiddies were actually 
singing barber shop arrangements. 

Here in our own Indiana-Kentucky district, "The 
Four Chips" from Evansville, Indiana were the first 
to sweep us off our feet. Most of us recognized 
lerry McPhee. He had appeared on many shows 
with his famous mama and daddy, Mr. and Mrs. 
Arnold McPhee. When little Davy got the bug, he 
and Jerry teamed up with two sons of George Viehe, 
lead for "The Dixie Liners", the quartet in which 
Arnold McPhee sings tenor 

"The Singing Brocks" from Connorsville, Indiana 
were the next juvenile foursome to amaze seasoned 
adult barber-shoppers. Most ol us from the Kentucky 
half of the Indiana-Kentucky district heard of this 
three-sister-one-brother team at the Brown County 
picnic. From that day to this, only Daddy (Carl) 
Brock, bass for "The Connorsville Balladaires , could 
enumerate how many audiences these kids have en- 
thralled. 

To look at "The Decker Sisters", one finds it difficult 
to realize that when these girls started nearly four 
years ago, they ranged in ages from ten to sixteen 
— and that, in anyone's book, is indeed a tender age 
to attempt singing the complicated and tricky ar- 
rangements that they mastered. 

We of the Louisville Chapter have proudly featured 


all of these juvenile foursomes in past shows — some 
more than once. 

This year, we present to you three-fourths of a 
quartet who bear the extreme distinction of being the 
only all male "small fry" barber shop triplets. They 
are from Muncie, Indiana. 

These Harris Triplets are yet to become a quartet. 
Daddy (Mighty Midget) Harris, past president of the 
Muncie Chapter, is patiently waiting for his triplet 
trio to grow up to his size. In the meantime, the three 
boys are kept busy as all get-out. In the absence of 
the fourth voice, they at least get a chance to select 
and capitalize on the three sweetest notes of a genu- 
ine barber shop chord. 

We of the adult group need not worry that barber- 
shopping will ever again become decadent. The 
fervor and interest exhibited by the "Small Fry" 
guarantees everlasting continuation. 

"Hats Off" to the parents of youths who so un- 
selfishly and patiently devote the time it requires 
so that their offspring can contribute to the concept. 
"Keep America Singing".

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HOW’S YOUR “EAR?” 

Close harmony chords, "minor slides and changes" 
can, of course, be written down or indicated on the 
music staff, but heaven help the singer (to say nothing 
of the listener) if he attempts to convert them into har- 
monious musical effects except as guided by a "good- 
ear" — in fact by a very acute and exceptionally tone 
sensitive ear. 

Some years back, when the old Lyceum or Lecture 
Course was enjoying its cultural heyday, a popular 
demonstration was held in one of the large Chicago 
studios to test the blending qualities of a considerable 
number of choral singers and professional musicians. 
A by-product of the test revealed that just as some 
people cannot "carry a tune" some can not follow 
rapid chord changes or distinguish their tone ele- 
ments. It was also observed that some of the out-and- 
out professionals, while proficient in musical tech- 
niques of one kind or another, were not necessarily 
adept at blending "close harmony" chords as "Bar- 
bershoppers" distinguish them from the conventional 
arrangements. So if one asks why standard arrange- 
ments are so humdrum as compared with those of the 
current male quartet phobia bear in mind, that com- 
mercial sheet-music arrangements must fill the staple 
commercial needs where musical ambition or me- 
chanical skill may be called upon to toot the tooter, 
warble the cadenza or waft the baton as often, per- 
haps, as exceptional talent and aptitude. 


Another question often presented to the Barbershop- 
pers is "What makes a good close harmony song?" 
Well! in the first place those who enjoy singing in 
quartets, as well as those who like to listen, find more 
enjoyment in harmonious chords than they do in the 
words, melodies or rhythms of songs and, therefore, 
they emphasize the harmony elements — perhaps at 
the expense of words, melody and rhythm. Then an- 
other controlling factor has to do with the formation 
of vocal sounds. You can't play S's and R's on your 
vocal chords any better than you can on a violin or 
piano. So generally speaking a good harmony song 
is one where, by accident or design, good solid vowel 
sounds or other musical tones fall on the accented or 
prolonged notes of the melody.

BARBERSHOP TECHNIQUE 

The quizzical interest of the general public in the 
surprising revival of male quartet singing has been 
nation-wide. The institution responsible for "pre- 
serving" and "encouraging" this male weakness is 
trademarked by a barber pole and the abridged al- 
phabet: S.P.E.B.S.Q.S.A. 

Perhaps it was the best release the older genera- 
tion could devise in its emergency and unnatural 
return to leadership in social spheres vacated by the 
marching armies of youth. And perhaps the middle- 
aged welcomed the reminiscent association of their 
own youth with the "Gay Nineties" setting which has 
been caricatured by drooping mustaches and bicycle 
handle-bars to match, and with sentimental ballads 
and hour-glass chorus girls. 

But despite the apparent apologetic humor of the 
vehicle there is nothing inferior about the so-called 
"Barber Shop Chord" as a kind of musical harmony. 
The truth is that when some smooth-blending, chord- 
bending quartet rigs up a few fast "changes" and 
minor "slides" the harmony gets as complex and 
difficult and probably more exacting than any other 
kind of four-part vocal music. 

The harmony arrangements of much of our sheet 
music follow more or less conventional patterns. 
Such arrangements more nearly express a sort of 
musical science than a fine art and as a consequence 
they tend to become monotonous and thus rob many 
melodies of their accompaniment possibilities. These 
commonplace arrangements however meet the 
necessary general demand because when set down 
on the printed page they can be read easily by any 
ordinary musician and can be sung with some mus- 
ical accuracy even if the singer's musical "ear" is 
none too sensitive. On the other hand good "close 
harmony" quartets rebel against the straight jacket 
of any conventional school. They ignore and scorn 
anything stereotyped or formal and toss chords 
around with all the insolent abandon of clown jug- 
glers in a circus. There isn't any musical science 
about "Barber Shop:'' It is just pure tone adjustment 
by acute ear-sense the physics of which is lost in 
vibration harmonics, overtones and timbres that defy 
ordinary analysis. Undoubtedly it is this departure 
from the commonplace which has accounted for the 
surprised attention and enthusiastic reception of such 
large patronage.
